V I E N T I A N E , Laos 
(UPI) — The royal Lao­ 
tian capitals of Vientiane 
and Luang; Pre bang were 
threatened today by a Com­ 
munist-led rebel offensive 
that overran the Rove ro­ 
me nt’s last defenses in 
northwestern Laos and sent 
Laotian troops fleeing to 
safety in Thailand. 
The northwest Laotian town (rf 
Ban Houri Sal was abandoned by 
defending government troops be­ 
fore nightfall Friday after a brief 
skirmish 
with 
attacking 
rebel 
forces, U S. military sources re­ 
ported. 
The Laotian defense ministry 
had confirmed that its troops 
were pulling out of the town, but 
this was the first confirmation by 
I'rfv military sources here that rf 
bad fallen completely into enemy 
hands.

In Washington, the State De­ 
partment said the administration 
was considering "more forceful” 
action, possibly the dispatch of 
U S, troops to Lam. to bolster the

Bucks County can have 2*^ million persons living 
in it and still retain all the natural beauties—moun­ 
tains, forests, streams and wildlife—that it has now. 
There will be enough park and recreational fa­ 
cilities to be enjoyed by everyone provided that the 
land is utilized according to an orderly pattern. 
This is what the Bucks County Planning Commis- 
mission will try to accomplish through its Comprehen­ 
sive Plan. The plan was made public Thursday night, 
intimate Plan 
The commission in its comprehensive study has 
developed an Ultimate Plan which indicates how Bucks 
County could develop in the distant future according to 
the planning principles employed. 
The I'ommission has dared go so far as to estimate 
a population figure for Bucks in the year 2010—860,000 
people. But the Ultimate Plan could support three times 
that many people so no date is attached to this plan. 
This will be for some future commission to estimate. 
For practical purposes an Intermediate Plan based 
on the year 1980 was provided as a more practical tool 
for local action. 
Projections indicate that there will be between 
442.000 and 671,000 persons living in the county then 
with 558,000 considered the probable estimate. 
The population of Bucks County in the year 11480 is 
envisioned as living, for the most part, around some 
IO core areas spread throughout the county except for 
the northern part where the county is rugged and suit­ 
able for park and I'onservation purposes. 
Core Areas 
These core areas already have their beginning in 
the major boroughs in the county, such as Bristol, 
Doylestown. 
Quakertown. 
Perkasie-Sellersville, 
and 
New Hope, 
Others will appear in Lower Bucks County at Feas 
terville, at Hulmeville and Street Road in Bensalem 
Township, at Emilie Road and the Levittown Parkway 
in Bristol Township, and in Dublin and Warrington in 
the upper part of the county. 
These cores will serve as the nuclei of the subur­ 
ban satellite cities which will accommodate about a 
quarter of a million people. 
Drastic Changes 
During the 1960b, and especially the 1970s, drastic 
changes will take place in the county’s population pat­ 
tern. The presently large pre-school and elementary 
school age population will move into secondary schools, 
and towards the later years seek admission to colleges 
and employment opportunities in business, industry 
and government. 
Facilities to fulfill the need for retaining this seg­ 
ment of the population must be constructed within the 
county. The suburban city would fulfill this need. 
Otherwise, a high percentage of the population in 
Hie school age group and a low percentage in the la­ 
bor force would cause taxes to remain concentrated on 
a relatively small proportion of the people. 
'Hie comprehensive plan expects few cores to sup­ 
port full regional shopping centers by 1980 but advises 
that consideration be given to the continual expansion 
of smaller centers after 1980. 
Industry In IIM 
The Planning Commission has not attempted to 
give estimates predicting the number and types of in­ 
dustry that will be situated in Bucks in 1980. This Is 
mainly due t o the whims of the state highway planners 
upon whose programs industrial park developments de­ 
pend. 
Most of the park facilities will be located in the 
rural greenbelts in 1980. Suburban and urban parks 
will be primarily of municipal concern or, as in por* 
Dons of the Mill Creek Valley,which courses through 
Levittown, can lie developed cooperatively by county* 
and local agencies. 
In 1980, state parks will be situated in Lower Bucks, 
along the Neshaminy Creek and at its mouth where a 
marina will be located. 
A large reservoir will be built on the Tohickon

Creek in Upper Bucks to meet future water needs. A 
series of smaller upstream facilities are slated for the 
Neshaminy. 
- 
By 1980 it is expected that there will be a dozen 
county parks in use covering some 9,500 acres. 
The portions of the Ultimate Plan designated 
for construction by 1980 are based primarily upon the 
long range plans of the state Department of Highways. 
Expressway System 
In 1980, the expressway system in the county- con­ 
necting the large urban centers will consist o! the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike, its Northeast Extension, the 
Delaware Expressway, and possibly, the Taeony Ex­ 
pressway. 
The Planning Commission has proposed that Riv­ 
er Road and U.S. Route 611 north of Harrow remain as 
scenic parkways. 
No new rail line facilities are proposed for Bucks 
County but plans are under way to improve or replace 
facilities along existing rail lines by 1980. Of prime im­ 
portance is improvement of service on the Pennsyl­ 
vania and Reading lines through the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania Transportation Compact. 
The Comprehensive Plan sees the need for air fa­ 
cilities for Lower Bucks and recommends for study, 
sites at Warner Lakes and in the area north and east 
of Langhorne. It also recommends improvement of fa­ 
cilities near Quakertown, and Doylestown and their 
permanent use guaranteed. 
Shipping Facilities 
Noting that dredging of the Delaware River is al­ 
most complete the plan sees commercial shipping fa­ 
cilities locating in Lower Bucks by 1980. 
“Such facilities, if they can be supported, may well 
ocate in Bensalem, Tullytown or on Biles Island,” the 
plan says. 
“The final decision as to whether a plan for future 
growth is to be followed rests with the people of Bucks 
County” the plan states. 
Specifically, the power to implement the plan rests 
with the owners of over 100,000 parcels of land and a 
variety of official bodies at all levels of government. 
“Each resident or land owner has within his power 
to enhance or reduce the value of his and his neigh­ 
bors’ land for future use,” the Plan states. 
“Each has a stake in the public good and each a 
responsibility to his neighbor, to his community, and 
to future generations, as well as to himself.”
